4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Consider claims 1, 10, and 18, the prior art of record in combination with other claim limitations, 
does not disclose or fairly suggest, a method for data recovery comprise: of determining whether 
a next transition of a frame of the plurality of frames occurs during a first, second, or third time 
window after a preceding transition of the frame, providing the next transition to a phase lock 
loop, when the next transition occurs within the second time window such that the phase locked 
loop is synchronized to a data rate of the stream of bi-phase encoded data based on the next 
transition and the preceding transition. 

Such limitations, as recited in claims 1, 10, 18, 20 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious 
by the art of record. 
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Claims 3-9, 12-17, 20-23, are allowed by virtue of their dependency to claims highlighted 

above.
